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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Lee: 

Our  schools  have  been  carrying  on  well  in  spite  of  some  re- 
duction in  support.  Our  teachers  show  a  good  spirit  of  co- 
operation with  each  other  and  with  the  community.  Mrs. 
Euna  W.  Keniston  reclined  re-election  and  was  succeeded  by 
Miss  Pauline  M.  Wiggin,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Normal  School 
and  an  experienced  teacher.  The  present  enrollment  is  as 
follows : 

North         Mrs.  Ptuth  K.  Munroe    22 

Center        Mrs.  Mina  F.  Isaacson    16 

South         Miss  Pauline  M.  Wiggin 23 

Total    61 

This  is  an  increase  of  five  from  last  year. 

The  school  nurse,  Miss  Margaret  MacDonald,  has  made  the 
required  physical  examinations.  Last  year  48  defects  re- 
quiring attention  were  found  and  called  to  the  attention  of 
the  parents  concerned.  The  nurse  has  also  made  frequent 
visits  in  response  to  special  needs,  and  has  co-operated  with 
various  governmental  and  welfare  agencies  in  providing  relief 
for  the  needy. 

Last  year  the  District  appropriated  money  for  a  well.  ^  A 
good  well  of  water  was  dug  at  South  Lee,  for  a  sum  consid- 
erably less  than  the  appropriation.  With  a  suitable  hand 
pump  and  cement  curb  already  installed,  this  well  has  proved 
to  be  a  real  boon  to  the  pupils  of  that  school.  Each  of  the 
other  two  schools  should  also  be  provided  with  wells,  the  need 
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being  especially  pressing  at  the  Hill.  Durable  and  permanent 
playground  apparatus  is  also  much  needed.  Some  of  this 
might  be  provided  by  public  spirited  individuals  or  com- 
munity organizations. 

We  have  22  pupils  in  high  school,  12  at  Newmarket,  one  at 
Epping,  two  in  Exeter,  and  seven  at  Dover  High  School.  Ee- 
ports  from  high  school  headmasters  to  the  School  Board  indi- 
cate that  pupils  from  our  grade  schools  are  able  to  maintain 
their  standing  as  well  as  the  average  in  high  school  and  in 
many  cases  achieve  distinction.
